Washington. D. ©., May 18.— [Special. 4 
cloud has appeared on the horizon of Presi- 
dent Wilson's control of the tariff situation 


in the senate. 

There is developing a resent fulness against 
bis masterful attitude which may eventuate 
inte open revolt. Democratic senators are 
aggrieved because the president codperated 
with the house leaders in framing the tariff 
revision bill and now is denying to them par- 
ticipation in the shaping of the measure. 

They object to the methods he is pursuing 
because they are regarded as a blow to sen- 
atorial dignity and to the part the senate 
ghould play in the making of legislation. For 
them to surrender on the tariff would lead to 
their surrender, so they say, upon all other 
legislative policies considered during this 
administration. 

Worried Over Re-election. 

At the bottom of their irritation is the fact 
that one-third of them, including the rep- 
resentatives of the Democratic and Repub- 
lican parties, will be candidates for reélec- 
tion. They are asking, particularly those 
Democrats from beet sugar and woo! states, 
what chance they will have for reé@lection 
if the new tariff law should provide for free 
Sugar and free wool. 

If the Democrats should lose four sena- 
tors in the elections of November, 1914, which 
is regarded as a certainty if the president's 
policy in these matters prevails, his efforts 
te obtain the enactment of Democratic re 
forms which cannot be crowded into the 
next two years will be absolutely futile; 
for the Democrats, while retaining the house, 
will find themselves ousted from control of 
the senate. 

The president apparently has the whip 
hand in the struggle with the senate. No 
Democrat in that body possibly could be 
reflected. if Wilson were to denounce him 
on the ground that he had. violated a party 
pledge. But some of the senators say it 

is their duty to do all they can to pass leg- 
lation which will be satisfactory to the 
people and therefore assure the continuance 
of the party in power. 


Wrong or. Sugar and Wool. 

They insist the president's policy with re- 
spect to beet sugar and wool is certain to 
antagonize the farmers and wool growers of 
the states interested in those industries and 
they believe the president should compro- 
mise on a small revenue duty on both these 
products. 

There are fourteen Democratic senators 
who especially are concerned about the 
partys attitude in respect to the policy to 
make wool and sugar free. When the senate 
voted the other day against the Penrose-La 
Follette motion, directing the finance com- 
mittee to hold hearings, every Mian on the 
floor believed that the result meant the ulti- 
mate passage of the tariff bill in the shape 
Approved by the president. 

But since that vote some senators have 
been hearing from their constituents, and 
this has nerved them to renew their fight 
against the Wilson policy. The president ex- 
ects to hold every Democratic senator in line 
With the exception of the two from Louisiana, 
in part by patronage, but more acceptably 
through caucus action. As soon as the finance 
committee is ready to report. which will be 
about June 1, daily caucuses will be held 
Upon the various schedules and their approv- 
al by the majority will be declared as bring- 
ing all Democrats to support them when they 
reach the senate floor. 


Refuse to Be Bound. 

The main fight expected by the president 
lg in the caucus. But it appears there are 
terators who say they will not be bound by 
the decision of the caucus. One of these is 
Senator Walsh of Montana, who wants @ 
revenue duty on wool. He has notified Demo- 
tratic members of the finance committee that 
he will be compelled to vote for an amend- 
Ment offered in the senate to put a duty on 
Wool, whatever attitude the caucus may 
adopt with respect to this item. 

The vote of Walsh, added to the two votes 
of the Louisiana senators, who would be per- 
fectly willing to put the fat in the fire in the 
hope of advantage to the sugar industry, 
Would make the senate a tie. The situation 
Under such conditions would not be hopeless, 
for the vice president has the deciding vote 
ina contingency of this kind, and he could 
be depended upon to support the president’s 
Policy, But there is no certainty that Sen- 
Stor Walsh is the only Democrat who would

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Fifteen Thousand Women Make 
Up Scarlet Army That In- 
fests Only One Borough.

DANCE HALL LEADS TO RESORT 


Shipped from House to House 
Controlled by “Trust.” “ 


IGNORANCE FACTOR IN DOWNFALL 


New York, May 18—Fifteen thousand 
women of the under world—e scarfet army 
no census has heretofore enumerated—ply 
their trade in one borough of Greater New 
York alone. 

This is the estimate of the bureau of social 
hygiene, an organization of which John D. 
Rockefeller Jr. ig chairman, as made public 
tonight in an abstract of a forthcoming re- 
port by George J. Kneeland, a Special in- 
vestigator, after ea painstaking inquiry inte 
commercialized vice conditions in Manhat- 
tan, extending over a period of neariy ten 
months. . 

The report suggests no remedies, fixes no 
responsibility. That phase is to be dealt with 
later on. It purports merely to “ describe 
accurately vice conditions in New York 
City with the sole purpose of bringing out the 
facts.“ The hope is pressed that subee- 
quently a satisfactory policy to check the evil 
may be worked out. 

Will Report on Other Cities. 

Mr, Rockefeller himself contributed the 
foreword to the volume. Future reports will 
deal with conditions in other large cities in 
America and with methods and their results 
of combating the problem in Europe. Exist- 
ing preventive, reformative, and cofrective 
agencies in New York are described as wholly 
inadequate to their. task. 

Aside from a series of chapters dealing tn 
minute frankness with the operation of no- 
torious resorts throughout the city, the re 
port treats of the dance hall evil and of the 
alarming spread of the so-called massage 
parlors, 

“ Over 800 of these exist in the city,” says 
the report, “and in many of them not the 
slightest effort was made to cloak the im- 
moral nature of the business. Operators for 
these establishments aré often precured by 
advertising in the newepapers.” 


Tell of Dance Hall Evils. 

Of the dance halle the report says: 

„The public dance hall was found to jus- 
tify the worst that has been said of it. Of 
seventy-five dances reported on, only five 
were characterised by the investigators as 
‘decent.’ Nor are these dances attended 
only by hardened profligates. Young girle— 
scme innocent, others, if not entirely inno- 
cent, at any rate not wholly depraved—and 
young men not yet altogether vieious, attend 
the gatherings in search of amusement and 
change. Many are innocent working girls, 
who seek legitimate recreation. 

“The sinister element in attendance is the 
hired cadets, who attend with the cold blood- 
ed purpose of finding new subjects of de- 
beuchery and of subsequent exploitation for 
gain. These agents of commercialized vice 
are usually well dressed, well mannered, and 
introduce themselves politely and easily to 
strangers. 

“They often pretend to love at first sight 
and exhibit marked devotion, by which the 
girls are deceived and to which they too often 
yielé. When the seduction of the girls is ac- 
complished they are put on the street and 
their ruin is complete,” 

Victims of Ignorance, Not Poverty. 

Mr. Kneeland argues, contrary to the ex- 
pressed views of so many investigating bod- 
les, that girls do not as general thing take 
up a lte of shame because of the pinch of 
poverty. He holds that oftener they are vic- 
tims in their ignorance of the agents of com- 
mercialized vice. ‘ 

„It is idle,“ he says, to explain away the 
phenomena on the ground that they are the 
results of the inevitable weakneés of human 
nature; human weakness wotld demand far 
fewer and less horrible sacrifices. 

„Most of the wreckage, and the wort of It, 
is due to persistent cunning and unprinci- 
pled exploitation; to the banding together In 
infamous enterprises of madame, procurer, 
brothel keeper, and liquor vender to carry on 
deliberately a cold blooded traffic for their 
joint profit, a traffic, be it added, from which 
the girl involved procures at the most, with 
few exceptions, her bare subsistence, and that 
only so long as she has a trade value.” 

“The Explolters and the ramifications 
of their traffic is treated atlength. By means 
of money and shrewdness, says the report, 
the traffickers usually evadethelaw, Thirty 
houses in the Tenderloin were long operated 
as a combine, it is cited, under direct con- 
trol of fifteen or more men. ost of.them 
have been engaged all their lives in the se- 
4uction and exploitation of women. New 
York is their Mecca. 


Traced All Over World. 

The report, however, follows their tracks 
through “Argentina, Brazil, Cube, Caneda, 
Alaska, and the large cities of our own 
country—San Francisco, Portland, Seattle, 
Tacoma, Bitte, Denver, Omaha, St. Louis, 
Chicago, Pittsburgh, Philadelphia.

BLAST LETS WATER 
IN PANAMA CANAL 
Explosion of 32,750 Pounds of 


Dynamite Frees Pacific 
Ocean. 


THOUSANDS AT SPECTACLE 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PANAMA, May 18.—A mighty blast of dy- 
namite today let the Pacific ocean into the 
Panama canal. The roar that preceded the 
rush of the western waters into the channel 
was followed by cheers from several thou- 
sand persons who watched the work from 
the hills. 

It was to dispose of the dike south of Mira- 
flores locks that the big blast was set off, 
The engineers exploded 32,750 pounds of dy- 
namite that had been loaded into 236 holes. 
So excellently was the task carried out that 
all those 236 loads were shot like one. The 
jar felt in Panama City was like a elight 
earthquake. All the buildings in the city 
thrilled with the vibrations. 

Held Pacific Ocean at Bay. 

The dike had dammed the waters of Ancon 
harbor in the gulf of Panama on the Pacific, 
until the United States engineers practically 
finished excavating a long stretch of the

These agreements, he said, would 
make it almost impossible to bring this 
country into war with any other contracting 
nation.” 

Increasing intelligence, the growing dis- 
position to bri governments nearer the 
people, and the moral growth of the world 
were the three great factors, he declared, 
making for peace. The danger that suddenly 
inflamed public feeling will throw a nation 
into war Is growing less, he said, because the 
people are beginning to see that war does not 
benefit them, that they pay the taxes and 
shed the blood, and that it is usually incited 
by those who look for personal profit. 


Condemns Preparations for War. 

Preparation for. war encourages war, he 
added, those nations that spend most of 
their time getting ready for war standing 
the best chance of going towar. He aid it 
was ‘possible to change the ideals of the 
world, just as can be done with an individ- 
val, and that the ideal of peace would pre- 
vail throughout the entire world after a 
time. 

Dr. P. P. Claxton, United States commis- 
sicner of education, spoke of the power of 
education, which, he said, was becoming 
more and more universal as the greatest 
preventive of war. Arthur D. Call, executive 
director of the American Peace society, also 
spoke.

SUFFRAGETS TALK IN VAIN 
WHILE BIG CROWDS JEER. 


Large Squads of Police Prevent 
Women from Being Mobbed While 
Trying to Speak in London.

LONDON, May 18.—Although the suffra- 
gets made their usual efforts to hold a meet- 
fre in Hyde Park today, the proceedings 
were less noisy and less violent than on pre- 
vious’ Sundays, when seven largé forces 
of police wert unable to save the wimen from 
angry mobs. 

Women speaking on behalf of the National 
Union of Women’s Suffrage societies tried in 
vein to make themselves heard by throngs 
who gathered in expectation of one of the 
usual exciting skirmishes. Scores of police, 
mounted and on foot, surrounded the wagon 
from which the speeches were delivered and 
prevented the mob from getting close to it. 

Seeing that it was impossible to speak above 
the storm of hooting and jeers, the women 
gave up the attempt and were escorted safely 
out of the park by the police. 

Lawrence Housman and other laympathis- 
ers with the suffraget campaign made 
speeches which were audible despite the jeer- 
ing of the crowd, but Housman and his 
friends did not remain long in the park. 

Fire was discovered early today in the par- 
ish hall bel ing to St. Anne’s church at 
Eastbourne, which suffragets attempted to 
destroy on Friday last. Indications are that 
the latest attempt, which has caused much 
damage, also was due to the activities of the 
militants.

FOR GOOD MILE. 

The decision of the United States Su- 
preme court upholding the constitufionality 
of the Milwaukee milk ordinance, which of 
course extends the same recognition to Chi- 
eago’s milk ordinance, removes any possible 
obstacle to highly effective supervision of 
the milk supply of this cify. The same view 
had previously been taken by the state 
courts of New Jersey, Wisconsin, Minne- 
sota, and Kentucky. Their decisions-were 

to the effect that municipalities had the 
right to require the tuberculin test and that 
the test was a reasonable requirement. It 
is significant that no court of infportance 
has ever taken any other view. 

By the terms of these Ordinances city 
authorities have the power to confiscate milk 
taken from animals that do not meet the 
requirements of the tuberculin test. The 
cattle themselves can be destroyed. 

Opponents of this ordinance will, of 
course, continue to characterize it as drastic 

in the extreme. Persons, however, who. 
have the health and welfare of the commu 
mity at heart will readily agree that no 
measure can be too drastic where of 
infants are in question. The authorities in 
charge of the milk situation should proceed 
to make the most of this decision. 


STRIKE MORALS, 

A few I. W. W. leaders have for some 
weeks past been having the time of their 
lives in Paterson, N. J. They have suc- 
ceeded in getting themselves arrested and 
have been reaping pages of publicity for their 
valiant efforts. The arrest of the leadem 
came as a result of a strike which they have 
been conducting among the silk workers of 
that city for nearly three months now. Over 
20,000 toilers, most of them recent arrivals 
from Europe, have been plunged into this 
conflict. The suffering among the wives and 
children of the strikers is intense. 

No doubt the silk workers had real griev- 

ances against their employers when they 
yielded to.the call of the I. W. W. and 
struck. By this time, however, it is likely 
they have, or ought to have, even greater 
grievances against their own leaders. To 
call a strike of euch magnitude, evem when 
the workers have good grounds for such a 
move, is a serious matter. No labor leader 
who has the interest of the toilers at heart 
will counsel them to strike unless adequate 
preparation has been mage by this leader 
or leaders to carry the strike toa speedy and 
victorious end. Labor leaders the world 
over, if they are honest with themselves ani 
their men, do not call strikes simply because 
conditions in an industry are oppressive. 
They declare war against employers only 
when they, the leaders, and the mass of 
workers are, or think they are, in a position 
to win the struggle, to force concessions from 
the employers: They think twice before 
they cast the die to their employers. 

A little over a year ago the same leaders 
called 3 strike of the same workers in Pater- 

son ant neighboring towns. The strike at 
that time was lost because of factional fights 
among the leaders as to who should get the 
credit for having called it. The Detroit 
faction of the I. W. W. rushed to the news- 
papers with statements that “it” had 
called the strike and that it” was in charge 
of the situation. The “Chicago faction,” 
with Haywood at the head, claimed that 
“it” was the- genuine I. W. W. and it“ 
was entitled to all the eredit. Wulle the 
leaders were fighting for the credit the strik- 
ers returned to work one by one, reduced to 
sven greater poverty and want by a two 
months’ fruitless struggle. 

As things appear in Paterson now, the 
present strike, too, seems to have been called 
by the I. W. W. leaders more for what it 
will do to bolster up their organization than’ 
out of thesincere desire to uplift the workers 
in the silk industry. The leaders in this 
strike seem to be condu a campaign not 
to got increased wages for the 20,000 per- 
sons on strike, but a campaign to get free 
Fm ae for their “cause ”—for syn- 

sm and the I. W. W. The strike in 
New Jersey has all the earmarks of being 
one of the strikes for propaganda,” which 
is part of the I. W. W. creed. The question 
therefore is, have a few alleged or real labor

always will be, and ought to be. There are 
very few militarists in the United States, 
even in the army and nav}, and the Repub- 
lican should not add to the confusion of 
thought encouraged by the Carnegie-Jordan 
school of false pacifism by misusing the 
term. 

It is equally unfair to assert that Dr. 
Abbott—or those who agree with him that 
the United States should hold itself rea- 
sonably prepared for the eventuality of war 
argue that “great armaments insure 
peace.” What Americans have to consider 
is whether defensclessness insures peace. 
We are being told by Mr. Carnegie, Mr. 
Jordan, Mr. Mead, and others active in the 
peace society that the fear of war is base-

GEOLOGICAL SURVEY RECORDS 


THREATENED BY CAPITAL FIRE. | 


Blaze in Rented Non-Fireproof Building 
Menaces Invaluable Documents 
Damage to Bureau Is $100,000. 


Washington, D. C., May 18.—[Special.}]— 
Fire which threatened the destruction of 
the entire plant of the United States geo- 
logical survey, including maps, charts, field 
notes, and records practically irreplaceable, 
was discovered in the rented sonfireproof 
building occupied by that office early this 
afternoon. 

Only a few clerks were in the survey. of- 
fices. John E. Latimer, a clerk, was over- 
come while carrying books and documents 
to @ place of safety. The fire burned for 
neafly four hours, and the loss is estimated 
at $150,000. Of this amount the geological 
survey stands a loss of $100,000. This is 
the fifth fire in the geological survey bulld- 
ing in six years.

Secretary Bryan believes that @ railroad 
system in Alaska operated by the government 
is entirely feasible. /It appeals to him as an 
economic experiment of great significance. 
He long has believed in the government own- 
ership of railroads throughout the country.

Three repprts have been prepared and 
printed and will be presented to the assem- 
br. The majority report will be presented 
by the Rev. David G. Wylie of New York 
and will be the most favorable to the sem- 
inary. Minority r 
sented by the vy" John R. Davies, pastor 
* of Bethlehem ebyterian church of Phila- 
delphia, and minority report No.“ 
presented by the Rev. F. C. Monfort, editor 
of the Herald and Presbytery of Cincinnat, 
Ohio. . 

Minority report’ No. 2 is one of regret for 
the position assuméd by Union seminary and 
minority report No. 3 is one of outspoken 
antagonism to the seminary as to its theo- 
logical positions, charging its directors and 
faculty with a breach of contract in de- 
parting from the Presbyterian standards. 


Want Attacks Purged from Records. 

The Rev. Francis Brown, president of 
Union seminary,. and the Rev. Wiillam 
Adams Brown, one of the professors, are 
Gommissioners to the general assembly from 
the New York presbytery. They and their 
supporters are determined to get the general 
assembly to remove the severe criticisms 
made against the seminary. which have re- 
mained on the records of the assembly for 
(wo years. 

The Rev. Mark A. Matthews. Seattle, 
Wash, the retiring moderator of the general 
ascembly, is one of the champions of minority 
report No. 3 and is determined to keep up 
the opposition until Union seminary accepts 
the Westminster confession of faith. 


Three Reports Differ Radically. 

The majority report declares in part: 

We are persuaded that more time is 
needed for the consideration of the whole 
subject involved in the relation of the sem!- 
nary and the church. We believe that prog- 
reas is being made, and hope that the time 
will come when a relationship amicable and 
mutually profitable will be established be- 
tween the Presbyterian church and Union 
Theological seminary. With this end in view 
we suggest the continuance of the commit- 
tee. 

Minority report No: 1 says in conclusſon: 

“We regret to state that after long and 
careful consideration of the whole situation 
we are of the opinion that the restoration 
of relations between Union Theological sem- 
inary and the genera! assembly on the basis

To 
arrive at any estimate of the earnings of the 
itinerant women of the streets is, of course, 
‘out of the question. 


Cost to Society Enormous. 


The total cost to society, the report em- 
phasizes, is staggeringly enormous, taking 
no account ot that greatest of all costs—dis- 
ease. In this regard the report instances an 
examination of 142 wayward girls in the 
Bedford reformatory—all of them under 
eighteen years of age. Ordinary clinical 
examination had shown less than 21 percent 
of them infected. More thorough tests 
brought out the startling fact that fully 
90 per cent were diseased. 

Unlike the fallen woman herself, who is 
described as coming preponderantly from 
the ranks_of those engaged in unskilled 
occupations, her customers represent every 
grade of society. 

“It is impossible, the report says, to 
estimate the number of men and boys who 


hattan during the course of ohe year. On 
the basis of data actually on file, it may be 
assumed that inmates of vice resorts and 
women on the street trade with between 
ten and fifteen men per day. 

“This statement is corroborated by data 
secured by the vice commission in Chicago, 
where the average was found to be fifteen

MAY HAVE TO TAKE THE PLEDGE 
TO HOLD A PUBLIC OFFICE. 


Senator Campbell Russell of Oklaho- 
ma Proposes Election Law Against 
All Men Who Gamble or Drink. 


Oklahoma City,Okla., May 18.—[Special.}]— 
If Senator Campbell Russell puts another of 
his nove! ideas in the statutes of Oklahoma, 
no man can hold a public offite in this state 
who gambles or is addicted to the liquor 
habit. 

The measure came up in the senate with the 
air of a joke, but before it had progressed 
far all the joke had been eliminated and some 
of the fun makers saw they were facing a 
serious fact. Campbell Rusgell told them 
that in all the scandals of our public lite, 
the drink habit and the gambling habit have 
dragged down: more men thas all the others 
combined.“ 

It the Russell bill becomes a law here ‘s 
the additional oath that every man elected 
to public office must subscribe to: I do 
solemnly swear that I am not addicted to 
gambling nor to excessive use of intoxicating 
liquors; that I have not, within twelve 
months last past, participated in any game 
of cards or other games of chance for money, 
nor been under the influence of intoxicating 
liquor. I further promise that should I, dur- 
ing my term of office, be guilty of drunken- 
ness or gambling in any form in violation of 
the laws of this state, I immediately will ten- 
der my resignation and retire from the offi- 
cial position the duties of which Iam about 
to assume.“

During Mr. Burt's régime on the Union Pa- 
cific the road was rebuilt from Omaha to Og- 
den at a cost of $40,000,000 and the famous 
outof over the Great Salt Lake was inaugu- 
rated at a cost of $5,000,000. During his last 
two years with the Union Pacific Mr. Burt 
had labor troubles on his hands and once was 
arrested at the instigation of labor leaders on 
the charge of imprisoning workmen in cars. 

© was succeeded by the late E. H. Harri- 
man, and with his wife made a tour of the 
world; He afterward was commissioned by 
Mr. Harriman at a salary of $30,000 a year 
te investigate railroad possibilities in China 
and Japan.

Department of Agriculture Urged 
‘Cities to Return Unfit Product 
to Farms for Feeding.

Washington, D. C., May 18.—[{Spectal. ]— 
Milk condemned in large cities having 
drastic inspection regulations, as in Chicago, 
should not be wasted, according to the fed 
oral department of agriculture. A bulletin 
issued today says: 

“ Usually this milk is disposed of by empty- 
ing it into the gutter, though some attempts 
have been made to denature the milk by ad- 
ding certain subsiances which would render 
it unfit for use in ite fluid state.

I have always done ell my 
own work, and do all the were ae and try to 
save all I can by mending each little hole be- 
fore it is too late. We also have a nice little 
garden each year, so that brings us all our small 
and eatly vegetables. We.had a nice sized 
strawberry bed that supplied us with more than 
we could use last summer. We have four 
cherry trees, gooseberries, currants, grapes, 
apples, and rhubarb. As we are a family of 
four, and the two children are small, it does 
not take much for our table and I can sell quite 
a little I can all my fruit, tomatoes, jellies, 
relishes—in fact, I buy no bottled or canned 
goods at all, as we think they are inferior to 
what we can put up ourselves. When one thing 
ts gone in the garden I plant another, and that 
way we have our food fresh and as long as the 
season lasts for it. I never buy tomatoes, corn, 
cabbage, beets, or onions for my canning pur 
poses. My husband is a railroad man, and of 
course is gone a great deal, but I do not hire 
my garden put in, for I love to do those things, 
and I think the outdoor exercise is good for 
me when I am in the house so much. I am 
really proud of my garden, for my husband has 
scarcely touched it this spring, except to spade 
some for me I am not discouraged because 
we have not as much as our neighbors or 
friends, for I know it is all ours, and they only 
rent. We try each month to put something to 
our bank account. Qj HB SB 
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Husband Earns $60 a Month. 


I appreciate the high cost of living depart- 
ment very much, as my husband is a Michigan 
Central car inspector with a wage of $60 a 
month. I have never yet read an article in your 
department where the husband makes less than 
$80 a month. It seems to me we would be rich 
with $80 a month. Our gas for light and fuel 
is from 70 cents to $1 a month, with wood fire 
to wash and iron. I do very little baking, as 
my husband does not care for dainties. We 
buy our bread—one loaf a day. Groceries 
amount to $14 to $18 a month, meat, $12; in- 
surance, $3.40; coal in winter, about 856.50 4 
month. As the wife is the helper, and having 
no babies, I try to help by sewing away from 
home three days out of each week, Wednesday, 
Thureday, and Friday. I get $1 a day and din- 
ner. I do my washing 6n Monday and in the 
afternoon I go out collecting for our family 
doctor. I fron on Tuesday, and in the after- 
noon mend the dothes before putting them 
away. As I do sewing I save on dressmakers 
bills, having made all my own clothes in the 
last six years I also manage to buy small 
things, so dear to a woman's heart, for the 
Some, which a man thinks useless. Having our 
own home we have no rent to pay. My one 
ambition is that in old age my husband will not 
have to work so hard, and can enjoy what he 
has earned, Mus.

Where Do All the Pins Go? 

Has the housewife ever asked herself the 
question, “How much do I spend on pins in a 
year, and how many pins have I wasted during 
that time? 

The world’s output of pins is about 150,000,- 
000 per day. e is seldom that a pin gets 
broken or worn, and the question is, therefore, 
“Where do all the pins go to?” The greater 
number of them get lost, and there is no other 
domestic article where there is so much waste 
by loss, 

In former days the number of men required 
to make a pin was one of the marvels of the 
manufacturing world, but as with most other 
manufactured products, machinery has taken 
the place of men, and pins are now produced 
much faster. 1 

The machines are so perfect that they cut 
the wire of which the pins are mad into pieces 
of the right length, head, point, polish, and 
sort them, They are then put into another 
machine, which affixes them to paper at the 
rat of 80,000 to 100,000 per hour. 

In the fourteenth century pins were pins. 
They were not carelessly lost as nowadays. In 
England the law permitted that they should 
only be sold on the first two days of January 
each year, in order that they might not become 
too common. It therefore became the custom 
for women of all classes to buy their year’s 
stock of pins on these days, and the money 
given them for this*purpose by their husbands.

Reduction in Prices Blamed; Me- 
Cormick Cites Company's — 
Welfare Reforms.

The annual statement of the International 
Harvester company, issued on the eve of the 
resumption in Chicago of bearings in the 
government's sult for the tion's die- 
solution under the anti-trust act, shows 
the company’s business at the highest point 
in history. 

Total sales in 1912 amounted to $125,483,- 
104. compared with $108,083,505 in the year 
ended on Dec. 31, 1911, which had been the 
high year previously. This was an increase 
of $17,400,000, or 16 per cent. 

Sales in this country continued to show 
@ rapid growth, the year’s improvement 
amounting to 12% per cent. But the great 
increase was in foreign sales, advancing 
more than 20 per cent and for the first time 

In the company’s history passing the $50,- 
000,000 mark. Incidentally, the profit on 
foreign sales was greater than that on do- 
mestic business. 


Cut Prices Cut Profits. 

The increase in profits wal not commen- 
surate with that in gross business, owing, the 
company says, to a reduction tn prices in va- 
rious lines of the widely diversified business. 
The operating ratio, including cost of admin- 
ietration and all reserves, wag 87.04 per cent, 
against 85.72 per cent in 1911. 

But with this higher operating cost the com- 
peny was able to show after preferred divi- 
dends a balance of $12,195,507, equel to 15.24 
per cent on the $80,000,000 common stock. 
This compares with 14.15 per cent in 1011, 
14.85 per cent in 1910, and 17.82 per cent in 
1209, just preceding the commencement of 
fd‘vidends on the common stock. Previous 
years had exhibited earnings of 7.81 and 6.47 
per cent.

despite heavy arrivals, and scoring gains of 
oo per bu in the last few days of the session. 
Demand has been brisk at all times, with 
buyers’ attention centered chiefly on the 
fancy grades, Fine dusty rurals were in 
greatest demand, and this sort of stock sold 
as high as Sic per bu in car lots, while the 
bulk of the offerings went above the 44c level. 

The market was burdened with consider- 
able common stuff during the first couple of 
days of the week, but even this sort of goods 
found an outlet, and pressure of this char- 
acter was practically removed by the ead of 
the session. Small supplies of new potatoes 
have naturally helped the market for old 
stock, and prices for the former are still too 
high to cut inte the demand for last year's 
goods materially. 


Butter Market Unusually Firm. 

The butter market was surprisingly firm 
in spite of the fact that receipts for the 
week were heavy at 55,878 tube, compared 
with 44,868 tubs the previous week and 39,651 
tubs the corresponding week last year. Buy- 
ere bought recklessly for a while, but adopt- 
eG @ more conservative course later, and the 
tone was barely steady right at the finish, al- 
though prices showed no depreciation. The 
market has been forced too high In compari- 
son with others, and a reaction is Mkely to 
come at any time now. 

Another factor which tends to have a de- 
pressing effect is the fact that the bulk of 
the offerings, which are liberal, consist of 
the umergrades, and the latter are recely- 
ing less Attention than the fine makes. Only 
a moderate percentage of the recipts have 
beer. passing as strictly extras, but quality 
has shown improvement almost daily, 
though progress is slow, to be sure. 


Egg Values on Higher Level. 

Egg values have also been placed on a ma- 
terially higher level, this being due largely 
to decreaged offerings Receipts for the 
week were only 148,460 cases, against 177, 100 
cases the previous week and 106,405 cases a 
year ago. Good eggs found a ready outlet. 
but the trade exhibited considerable indif- 
ference toward the common kinds. Specu- 
» lators were active buyers, and there was 
fair improvement in the demand for con- 
sumptive purposes. 125 

Outside of the fluctuations in prices for 
live fowls there was little action in the 
poultry market. Fowls scored a stiff ad- 
vance in the early part of the week be- 
cause of active inquiry and moderate re- 
ceipts, but weakness set in in the last halt 
of the period and the advance was more 
than lost. Trade fell down painfully after 
the early activity and there also was an in- 
crease in the offerings. 


Fruit Traie Has Lower Range. 

Fruit trade was centered on strawberries 
and a lower range was established for this 
market. Receipts were heavy and much 
trouble was experienced in poor stock. Rains 
in some of the shipping sections caused the 
berries to arrive in soft condition, and from 
other quarters it was a case of the fruit be- 
ing too small to be Gesirable. Louisiana 
shipments were smaller than the preceding 
week and offerings from this section will 
soon dwindle down to nothing. Green veg- 
etables were in liberal offering and prices 
for most kinds suffered. Supplies of home 
grown stock increased to e point where they 
monopolized the bulk of the trade in their 
particular kind.
